MINNEAPOLIS, April 24.— After 
40 years of service as a minister of 
the Episcopal church in England and 
the United States, Rev, Robert H am ­ 
mond Cotton today was denied li­ 
cense to preach in the diocese of 
Minnesota bv Bishop S. C. Edsall. 
The withdrawal 
of 
the 
license 
amounts practically to excummunica 
lion and bars Cotton, who is HT. from 
every Episcopal pulpit in the world. 
Cotton is a follower of Dr. A. S. 
Crapsey of Rochester, N. Y., who was 
excommunicated a >ear ago for h e r e ­ 
sy. according to Bishop Edsall, who 
says this alone is sufficient grounds 
for the revocation of his license. Cot­ 
ton admits that for the past four 
years he has preached that tho virgin 
birth of Christ and tho theory of the 
resurrection aro untrue. 
The resur­ 
rection he calls a “ beautiful fairy 
story.“ Today Cotton declares he has 
no recourse and is c o m p e n d to ahid^ 
by tho bishop's derision without a 
hearing or an ^clesiastical trial. 
“The church is a great trust.” he 
said. “ It doesn't want thinkers and 
the word has gone forth all over the 
world to bar all persons with advanc­ 
ed ideas on religion *' 
Cotton said he expects to be ex­ 
communicated. and he will be forced 
to solicit among o n s i d e congrega­ 
tions to gain a livelihood. 
For elev­ 
en years he was rector 
of 
Trinity 
church at Fort Worth. Texas. He has 
been prominent in church work in 
the northwest for a quarter of a cen­ 
tury and has built three churches in 
Minnesota. 
Churchmen are looking

That organized labor has some­ 
thing up its sleeve, which is not to 
be expected till after the adjourn­ 
ment of congress, and that then it J 
will only be hinted at, rather than !

ventions are over, is the intimation 
which, circulating in political cir- i 
des, is causing much interest among 
politicians. 
Labor to be Reckoned With 
The feeling that organized labor is 
liable to cut 
a 
real figure in th*1 
elections this year is very strong. It) 
is known that a vast deal of organiz­ 
ing and educational effort has been 
made in the last two years, with the 
purpose always to making a real 
showing in the coming presidential j 
contest. 
Report 
recently 
circulate i 
ed is that the labor leaders are de­ 
termined on these things: 
Their Plan 
To use their Influence to the ut­ 
most everywhere to secure the elec-1 
tion of a democratic majority in the 
house. 
To base their plea to their own 
people on the claim that so long as 
the house is republican there will be 
no chance of effective reorganization 
of its committees in such fashion as 
to make them more friendly to labor. 
To keep hands off the presidential 
election, iii a large way. unless one or 
other of the two parties names a can­ 
didate who is especially objection­ 
able to labor. 
To get very busy hereafter in local 
politics in those states where there 
is a chance to cause the defeat of sen­ 
ators who have not been satisfactory 
to labor. 
House Members Uneasy 
Members of the house of represen­ 
tatives are the people who just now 
are

about the. attitude of labor. 
They 
h a v e lizard that special attention is 
to be devoted to them. and are anx­ 
io u s ly keeping their records straight 
on ail matters in which labor in in­ 
terested.
